"There are those who think that before Kahane 
there v/ere no fighters for Jewish survival, that the ^ 
struggle for Soviet Jewry wasn't an on—going passion 
until Mike King came along with his chain swingers 
and clubsters. 

"Kahane can never say that he is not being given plat¬ 
form. 


"Let him answer all the questions: his stand on 
Vietnam; his hanky-panky publicity organizations under 
assumed names; the bombings, and the filthy words hurled 
at wives of ilussian diplomats—heroic deeds indeed. 

"It might be well for our people to know that the 
struggle for Soviet Jewry does not begin nor end in 
a publicity nightmare cooked up by a Heir Kahane. 


"And if a hero in the struggle does emerge, it will 
be a man or a woman or child in Russia who puts his name 
on the line and demands of the Kremlin oligarches: '•

Diego to Dalboa Park demanding that the Soviet Union release 
Jews who v/anted to emigrate to Israel, Jewish community 
leaders waited for the group at the park and messaoes of 
support were read from the local Joman Catholic Dishop 
and the Director of the San Diego Dcumenical Conference. 

The April S, 1S71, morning edition of the San Diecto 
Union covered the appearance of Rabbi Ileir Kahane at an airport 
nev.-s conference and also at the auditorium of Hoover High 
School the previous evening. 


San Diego source advised on April 6/ 1971, that 
postcards v;ere mailed out to members of the Jewish conununity 
announcing the appearance of Rabbi Heir, Director of the 
Jevrish Defense League, on April 5, 1971 at the University 
of California at San Diego Auditorium and at Crawford High y 
School auditorium. The postcard v/as sent bv unidentified 
individuals who signed themselves "concerned citizens". 

Source attended the open meeting at Crawford High School 
®^dicorj-um where Raobi i^ahane oelivered a speech after first 
denouncing the so called leaders of the San Diego Communitv 
for^not yoing along with nis thinking.

^ On April 9> 1971>^HH9v)ho has furnished 

reliable information in the past advised that Rabbi 
Meir Kahane, the leader of the Jeviish Defense League (JDL) 
arrived in Los Angeles, California, on March 31> 1971, at 
Los Angeles International Airport via Trans World Airlines 
Flight 87. At the airport Kahane held a news conference 
and explained that he was in Los Angeles to conduct a 
series of speeches explaining the purposes of JDL and to 
enlist support for the organization. 

Source learned that during Kahane's stay in Los 
Angeles he was staying at the Beverly Carlton Hotel, 9400 
West Olympic Boulevard, Beverly Hills. 

Source advised that at 9:00 p.m., March 31, 

1971, Kahane spoke at Temple Stephen S. Wise, 15500 
Stephen S. Wise Drive, Bel Air, California. Source stated 
that Kahane was the-main speaker and spoke on the principles 
and philosophies of the JDL. He solicited funds and support 
for JDL and was well received by the approximately 700 persons 
who had paid a minimum of two dollars a seat. 


Source stated that on April 1, 1971, at 11:00 a.m. 
Kahane spoke for nearly one hour in the free speech area 
at Los Angeles Valley Junior College, Van Nuys, California. 
Some 200 persons listened as he sought to explain the purposes 
of JDL. At one point he was disrupted by a small group 
of agitators who raised clinched fists and shouted "power 
to the people". This group had little effect and Kahane 
kept full control of the audience. Source added that there 
were approximately 15 JDL people acting as guards for Kahane.

Source added that at 8:00 p.m. in the evening of 
April 1, 1971a Kahane addressed approximately 500 persons 
at Temple Alciba, 5249 South Sepulveda, Culver City, 
California. Source stated that Kahane outlined the ' 
principles and philosophies of JDL and was well received. 

Source stated that at noon, April 2, 1971, Kahane 
spoke for two hours in the open forum area at San Fernando 
Valley State College to- approximately 300 persons, again 
explaining JDL's purposes and soliciting membership and 
support. Source stated that Channel 28, KCET was present 
and provided television coverage. 

Source continued that on April 3 , 1971, at 
8:15 p.m. Kahane addressed a receptive audience of approxi¬ 
mately 700 persons at Temple Beth Jacob, 9030 West Olympic, 
Beverly Hills, California.

Source stated that on April 5 , 1971 , at 12 noon 
Kahane spoke at the Student Union Hall on the campus of 
the University of California at Los Angeles (UCLA). Source 
said that Kahane spoke of the purposes and philosophies of 
JDL and was well received. At one point an agitator sought 
to disrupt the speech, but was put in his place when Kahane 
stated "Sit down Arab." 

During his speech Kahane announced that JDL 
members would participate in a peaceful demonstration on 
behalf of the Soviet Jews at the May Company, 6067 Wilshire 
Boulevard, Los Angeles, at 12 noon on April 7, 1971 . 

Source stated that on Apri l 7, 1971. ap proximately 
25 representatives of JDL led by one■■■■■■[^ who source 
described as the West Coast Coordinato^oi^ffiL7 did in fact 
stage a sit-in at the above mentioned May Company, lasting 
approximately one and one half hours. 
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Source stated the main point of this demonstration 
■was to protest against the May Company's arranging tours to 
the Soviet Union. 

No arrests or violence attended this activity. 

Source stated that Kahane traveled to San Diego 
during the late afternoon of April 5, 1971, and returned 
to Los Angeles late in the evening of April 6, 1971. 

Source added that Kahane departed for New York City, New 
York via air at 12:10 a.m. on April 7, 1971.

Rabbi KAHANE did not arrive until 9:05 PM. and started to 
speak at 9:10 PM. The audience consisted of approximately 
450 people, mostly middle-aged. Rabbi KAHANE was apparently 
accompanied by four or five "security" men in their early 
20's. A few of those "security" men arrived before he did.• 
Rabbi KAHANE spoke in a calm, precise manner, presenting a 
pleasant and neat appearance. 


Police Department (NYCPD)

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He recounted a brief history of the Jews in the 
united States and throughout the world since world War II, 
and attempted to described how Jews have been content to 
receive the sympathy and consolation of the world rather 
than obtain definite results. Drawing a parallel to the 
Negro problem in the United States and their militant 
measures initiated to obtain equality, he stated that 
Jews have now started to take similar measures. He 
indicated that for many years Jews have been willing to 
accept verbal consolation and compassion with very little 
results. Referring to the recent militant action of the 
JDL, Rabbi KAHANE indicated that'this was the reason more 
Soviet Jews were allowed to leave Russia, in recent weeks 
than ever before. He felt it was about time jews received 
their priority. 

He maintained that, ”If one comes to slay you, 
slay him first". He indicated that the JDL gives young 
jews a cause and a reason to want to be Jewish. He thought 
the present leaders of Russia were weak and that through 
internal pressure within Russia, and by the action of Jews 
outside of Russia, that country could be forced to permit 
soviet jews to leave Russia for Israel, 

Rabbi KAHANE said, "There is nothing wrong with 
violence if there is no ether way for a Jew., to live. " He 
maintained, however, that violence should not be used if 
the change desired could be obtained in a nonviolent form. 

He advised that next Sunday, bn March 21, 1971 , there would 
be a march on Washington, D. C., to draw attention to the 
plight of Soviet Jewry. Rabbi KAHANE claimed that in 
New York, the JDL is frequently contacted by Jews in various 
sections of New York City when protection is needed because 
of intimidation by other groups. He advocated that Jews 
should demonstrate for anti-racism and felt that Jewish 
organizations should initiate legal maneuvers to obtain 
objectives. 
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When the lecture was terminated. Rabbi KAHANE 
conducted a question and answer period. Many of the indi¬ 
viduals asking questions indicated they agreed with many of 
his aims but were against violence. He said he advocated 
certain measures to help pressure Russia into permitting 
Jews to leave for Israel. These measures included demon¬ 
strations, boycotting Russian goods, and all business with 
Russia. Also, he stated that all types of exchange* such 
as cultural, scientific, economic, progress, etc., with 
the union of Soviet Socialist Republics (USSR) should be 
terminated. He stated the JDL hoped to obtain the names, 
addresses and telephone numbers of all Russian officials 
in the United States and harass them through telephone 
calls and by following them, hoping by these means to 
pressurize their government into releasing soviet jews. 

The Rabbi terminated his lecture by stating that 
his organization was small but determined and that they 
were looking for new members. He said the JDL had a few 
non-Jews in the organization and welcomed them for members. 
The JDL, he stated, was definitely a nonpolitical organiza¬ 
tion and did not care whether a member was leftist or 
rightist, as long as he was interested in the goals of the 
JLL.

The President's statements 
were taken at £ace value, bub if Jews had chkined themseJves 
to the White House then, Jewish lives would have been saved. 

For 47 years, according to Kahane, the world has___ 

ignored the plight of the Soviet Jew, but because of the actions 
of the Jewish Defense League (JDL), the problem was made front 
page news and everyone was awAre of the problem. President 
Nixon is not interested in Jewish problems, but because of JDL 
actions, the Government is worried. Kahane stated that violences 
is evil, but it is sometimes necessary. Kahane also stated that 
a Jewish spirit survives because of a Jewish fist. 

Jews need to be loved, according to Kahane, but when 
Israel attacked the Beriut Airport and destroyed a few planes, 
they lost the sympathy of the world. Kahane stated that Jews _ 
do not need sympathy, they need to live. Jews need to achieve ~ 

self respect, but one does not get it by asking for it. 

As much as possible must be done for the Soviet Jews, 
who have cried out for help for 54 years. The American Jewish 
Leadership is bankrupt since all they are worried about is 
their own positions in society. As soon as the bomb went off 
at the Russian Airline Office in New York City, Jewish leaders 
ran to Washington, D, C, and told Government leaders to get 
the JDL people if they were responsible. 

Kahane stated that he speaks on four to five campuseS:..A.^»; 
a week, and he sees Jews changing from the radical left to the^^p 
radical Jew. These young Jews finally have a cause to fight fbr^i 
themselves. 

The JDL wants to instill two things: J 

1. Love of Jews. 

2. Jewish pride. 


In the 1920's, a Jew spoke to Jewish youth and said, 
'If you are being beaten, hit back - if you are being shot at

Jewish education must take prededence over everything 
and Jewish money must be spent for this purpose.

Washington, D. C,, it was 1300 Jews arrested for sitting 
in the street. Only Jews will fight for other Jews; thus 
we masi: have a non-vioJent show of togetherness^ 

Kahane stated that the JDL is opposed to honibing. 

Following Kahane's speech, he answered a few questions - 
from the audience. Kahane responded to a question as to whether 
JDL was opposed to bombings entirely. Kahane stated that the 
JDL does not bomb places, but when the only way the world listens 
is when you do something like bombing, then the JDL will back 
that means. 


Kahane responded to a question about how sit downs 
help the Soviet Jews by saying that every action helps to 
awaken the conscience of the world.

The JDL, founded in 1968, is composed primarily 
of young Jewish militants who consider themselves 
defenders of ’'Jewish Rights". Demonstrations 
attempting to dramatize the Jewish problem in 
Russia and similar demonstrations against Arab 
establishments have often resulted in violence. 
Rabbi Meir Kahane, founder and National Director, 
has stated publicly on many occasions that violence 
is sometimes necessary to accomplish the aims 
of the JDL.

On August 19, 1971, a confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that he had ascertained 
that Meir Kahane, head of the Jewish Defense League (JDL), plans 
to travel to Israel in the near future in furtherance of the 
program of the JDL. 

The JDL, founded in 1968, is composed primarily 
of young Jewish militants who consider themselves 
defenders of "Jewish Rights". Demonstrations 
attempting to dramatize the Jewish problem in 
Russia, and similar demonstrations against Arab 
establishments have often resulted in violence. 

Rabbi Meir Kahane, founder and National Director, 
has stated publicly on many occasions that 
violence is sometimes necessary to accomplish 
the aims of JDL. 

According to the confidential source, at the present 
time Kahane is planning to depart the United States September 12, 
1971, most probably aboard an El A1 Airlines flight for Israel. 

Kahane intends to be in Israel for th^ commencement of the 
High Holy Says on September 20, 1971. 


The source advised that it is Kahane's intention to 
remain in Israel for a period of one month or more, but that
